Pilot lands karate chops, helps nab hijackers 


BOGOTA, Colombia (UPI) — Police 
and a pilot throwing karate chops Sat­ 
urday captured three hijackers who 
commandeered 
an 
Avianca 
airlines 
Boeing 727 jetliner, demanded $400,000 
tansom and safe passage to Cuba. 


One of the hijackers died in the 
battle with police. The passengers and 
crety escaped without serious injury. 


The three hijackers, 
armed with 
sticks of TNT and pistols, hijacked the 
plane Friday night and took it on an 
erratic journey over the Andes in a 
frantic attem pt to get the Colombian 
government to meet their demands. 


They threatened to b l o w up the 
plane. 


The dram a ended when policemen 
posing as a relief crew boarded the jet­ 
liner late Saturday. Police traded shots 
with one hijacker, subdued another and 
the pilot captured one of the men by 
hacking him with karate chops. 


During the battle, the passengers 
leaped from the parked aircraft onto a 
remote airstrip. Some of them suffered 
slight injuries in the fall. 
Police identified the three hijackers 
as Colombians. Two of the men held 
sticks of TNT clutched in their hands 


and one of them kept a pistol against 
the pilot. 


The hijacking ended 19l/2 hours after 
it began on a domestic flight from the 
city of Pereira to Bogota. The band of 
men forced the pilot to fly an erratic 
journey from Bogota to the Colombian 
cities of Cali, Pereira and back again 
to Bogota. 
The 
hijackers 
set 
two 
deadlines 
threatening to destroy the plane if 
their demands were not met. The gov­ 
ernment refused and called on them to 
surrender. 
Presidential spokesman Ramon Na­ 
ranjo Villegas said the government 
would “not negotiate under threats, 
pressure or blackmail.” 
The airline said 94 persons were still 
aboard —seven crew members and 87 
passengers including the hijackers. The 
crew was all-Colombian but among the 
passengers 
were 
seven 
foreigners, 
some of them believed to be Ameri­ 
cans. 
The airline said it did not know the 
nationalities of the foreigners but iden­ 
tified 
them 
as 
Walter 
Greenberg, 
George Kinkel, Antonio Swartau, Peter 
Schmidt, Franklin Dawson, Majin Ar- 
ten and Wolf Shiger. 


The confusing hijack saga started 
Friday night when the plane was on a 
domestic flight from Pereira, a coffee- 
growing city in central Colombia, to 
the capital of Bogota. The hijackers 
took control two minutes before lan­ 
ding at Bogota’s Eldorado international 
airport. 


“ If you try to get cut, nobody will 
stay alive,” Dora Currea, one of the 
passengers let off, quoted one of the 
hijackers as shouting at a man who 
tried to get up from his seat. 


“ Everyone was pretty nervous at 
first but they stayed in their seats and 
calmed down later,” Mrs. Currea said. 
“ Everyone was pretty quiet, though.” 


The plane was refueled at Bogota, 
where the hijackers first said they 
wanted $320,000 and safe passage to 
Cuba. 
When the government refused, the 
plane was forced to Cali in western Co­ 
lombia where it spent most of the 
night. After dawn the hijackers or­ 
dered — and got —breakfast and in­ 
creased their ransom demands to $400.- 
000. They said they would hike the sum 
even further if the government kept re­ 
fusing.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Julie and 
David Eisenhower said Saturday Presi­ 
dent Nixon confided Friday night he 
w o u l d t a k e impeachment 
“ con­ 
stitutionally down to the wire” rather 
than resign. They said the tape trans­ 
cripts merely show him as “a human 
being w ho saw his dream s crumbling.” 
Standing in front of a grape arbor in 
the Jacqueline Kennedy garden, their 
voices catcim g occasionally with anger 
tnd emotion, they flatly denied ru­ 
mors Nixon was preparing to resign 
and said the nation had no grounds for 
shock over the profanity or moral tone 
of the transcripts. 
The President’s 
younger daughter 
—who said she was “ so proud” of her 


father” — and her husband conducted 
the outdoor news conference while Ni- 
\on worked in his Executive Office 
'cilding hideaway before leaving fcr 
Oklahoma. 
Eisenhower, who spent Friday even­ 
ts/ cruising the Potomac aboard the 
••eOuentii’! \aeht with Julie and the 
’resident, said Nixon told them h*1 
meant to see the impeachment process 
through to a Senate trial if n ecessan . 
‘He would take this constitutionals 
down to / e wire and he would go to 
the Senate and he said that if there 
were one Senator who believed in him, 
that’s the way it would be.” Eisenho­ 
wer said. “ He believes that its a con­ 
stitutional process. He believes this is 
the best way to handle the situation.” 


'Kindness Day' is violent 


at Washington Monument

ment ended Saturday night in rock and 
bottle throwing, looting of concession 
stands and beatings as a crowd which 
had numbered in the tens of thousands 
turned angry. 
U.S. Park Police armed with tear 
gas pellets formed a line of men and 
horses and moved across the monu­ 
ment grounds to break up crowds of 
youths who threw bottles and shouted 
jeers. 
Large numbers of Metropolitan po­ 
lice patrolled the downtown business 
area near the monument with mo- 
torscooters as festival goers turned to

There were at least 10 arrests on the 
outskirts of the monument grounds. 
The festival crowd was largely black, 
as is Washington’s population. 
The “ Human Kindness Day” festival, 
sponsored in part by the U.S. Park 
Service, had featured a free concert 
and celebrities such as Muhammad 
Ali. Singer Nina Simone was honored 
at the concert. Earlier in the day fa­ 
milies had picnicked on the monument 
ground and youths danced gaily to the 
music of a variety of bands which per­ 
formed in a carnival atmosphere.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Donald 
DeFreeze, leader of the Symbionese Li­ 
beration Army which kidnaped Pat­ 
ricia Hearst, faced accusations in hid­ 
ing Saturday that he has been a police 
informer. The police denied it. 
Los Angeles Police Chief Edward 
Davis conceded that DeFreeze once 
turned in a crime partner in Los Ang­ 
eles, but Davis said his department 


’’never considered using him as an in­ 
former.” 
However, the San Francisco Chro­ 
nicle quoted sources saying DeFreeze 
fed information to police from 1937 un­ 
til 1969 when he was committed to 
state prison. A Los Angeles police ser­ 
geant, who was said to have been De- 
Freeze's contact, said he was under or­ 
ders not to comment. 


DeFreeze, now calling himself Cin­ 
que, is being sought by the FBI along

President full of emotion 
in address to graduates 


STILLWATER, Okla. (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon flew to this college town 
Saturday night amid 
mounting 
de­ 
mands for his resignation and told a 
friendly crowd greeting his arrival, 
“ We never give up.” 
A crowd of perhaps 9,000 greeted Ni­ 
xon at nearby Vance Air Force Base 
where the presidential party switched 
to helicopters to fly to Oklahoma State 
University. 
“To go by and have people say, 
‘Hang in there, we are with you.’ Be­ 
lieve me that does your heart good,” 
the President told the air base crowd. 
” 1 have the old Okie spirit —I got it 
deep down inside —we never give up.” 
Nixon was accompanied on the flight 
frcm Washington by four members of 
the Oklahoma congressional delegation, 
three Republicans and one Democrat. 
The State’s four other congressmen de­ 
clined his invitation to accompany him. 
After a 25 minute helicopter ride, the 
presidential party arrived at a practice 
field adjacent to Lewis Stadium where 
graduating exercises were held 
for 
OSU. One in the crowd brandished a 
sign raying, “ Pope and Kennedy are 
usurping U.S. aid.” 


A crowd of 25,000 cheered as the 
President entered the stadium to ad­ 
dress the graduating class of about 2,- 
500. It was Nixon’s first venture to a 
college campus in six months. 
Addressing the graduates in what 
was repeatedly stressed was a nonpoli- 
ticai occasion, 
Nixon 
spoke of his 
hopes for lasting peace, prosperity and 
independence for the nation in coming 
years. 
He made only one reference to his 
Watergate problems, saying in the in­ 
troduction to his speech that he was 
aware 
Americans 
“ have been con­ 
cerned, as I have been deeply con­ 
cerned, by the political problems that 
we have had in Washington.” 
His voice trembling as he was briefly 
interrupted by catcalls, Nixon declar­ 
ed: “ I can only say on this nonpolitical 
occasion this —that having presented 
all of the evidence to the Congress of 
the United States, that I trust that the 
House 
of 
Representatives 
will 
act 
promptly so that we can reach a deci­ 
sion so that the President, the Con­ 
gress can get on with the people's busi­ 
ness as we should.” 
His comment was loudly cheered. 


Cites administration ‘bungling’ 
Kennedy says he will soon 


introduce tax cut measure 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Sen. 
Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass., Saturday charged 
the 
Nixon administration with “ the 
worst five years of economic bungling 
in the nation’s history,” and told a la­ 
bor group he will soon introduce a tax 
cut bill. 
He also said that while he could urge 
President Nixon to resign, he preferred 
to let impeachment proceedings run 
their course. 
“We need a tax cut to stop the reces­ 
sion. We need a tax cut to provide re­ 
lief for the low and middle income 
workers who bear the heaviest burden 
of inflation,” Kennedy said. 
He said that “within a few weeks” 
he will introduce amendments to end 


the oil depletion allowance and close 
what he called tax loopholes for busi­ 
ness and “the nation’s wealthiest citi­ 
zens.” 
He 
estimated 
those 
am endm ents 
would "save the treasury” about $4 bil­ 
lion a year, which he apparently would 
pass along to low and middle income 
families in the form of unspecified tax 
cuts. 
Kennedy spoke at a dinner marking 
the 60th anniversary of Joseph D. Kee­ 
nan's membership in the International 
Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical 
Workers. 
Keenan is international secretary of 
the IBEW and served in federal advis­ 
ory posts under Presidents Eisenho­ 
wer, Johnson and Nixon.

“ The President believes that Water­ 
gate is a constitutional problem which 
will be settled in the House, and if not 
there then in the Senate.”

Cn three separate days this week 
from the podium in the White House 
press room, Deputy Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren told reporters Nixon 
had no intention of resigning and every 
intention of completing his term of of­ 
fice. 
Another rumor g i v e n widespread 
publicity was the claim that James D. 


St. Clair. Nixon’s chief Watergate law­ 
yer, had 
become 
disenchanted and 
wanted to resign. 
“ Absolutely 
wrong,” 
said

White House official. 
St. Clair, who leads Nixon’s legal de­ 
fense against impeachment, reportedly 
had become dissatisfied because he did 
not have all the access he needed to 
evidence bolstering his case. Some felt 
he had given a hint to his feelings 
when he said Thursday, at the opening 
of the impeachment 
proceedings on 
Captiol Hill, “ I’d rather be back in 


Boston practicing, law.” 
“ St. Clair is representing the Presi­ 
dent,” the White House official said. 
“ We’re 
hoping the true facts will 
come. The facts sustain the President. 
He will be exonerated." 
The official responded with the an­ 
swer “ absolutely wrong and totally 
wrong” to these other rumors which 
have hit the White House in the past 
fewr days: 
—That Nixon had suffered a slight 
stroke near his right eye. 
—That Senate and House Republican 


leaders had come to the White House 
to urge Nixon to resign in order t0 
save the Republican party in the Fall 
congressional elections. 


—That Nixon had summoned his Cab­ 
inet to announce that he was quitting. 
-That Secretary of State Henry a! 
Kissinger had been summoned back 
from his Middle East mission to be on 
hand for an imminent resignation.

Nixon’s daughters and 
sons-in-law. Julie and David Eisenho­ 
wer and Tricia and Edward Cox, were 
breaking up.

Profesvional journalism groups im­ 


mediately expressed outrage, news or­ 


ganizations called their lawyers, and 


the American Civil Liberties Union, 


announced that it would appeal the 


order. 


Oniy 24 hours later, the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle and its broadcasting 
cempany filed “ a petition for extraor­ 
dinary xvi its of prohibition,” and late 
Friday obtained the temporary mod­ 
ification. 
However, reporters continued to be 
prohibited from reporting “ statements, 
opinions or conclusions” obtained out 
o. court from officials connected with 
the case. 
Judge Smith had -aid the order was 


necessary to assure a fair trial for dc- 
iendants in a city excited and fearful 
because of IS random 
shootings ot 
whites by blacks, 12 of them fatal, 
since November. 
The three men charged in case, Lar­ 
ry c . Green, 22, J. C. Simon, 29, and 
Manuel Moore. 29. all have pleaded in­ 
nocent. 
An affidavit filed by the Chronicle 
stated that the order limited media 
ability “ to cover the story, all its es­ 
sential elements, and all its implica­ 
tions and ramifications.” 
For example, the affidavit sa?d there 
xxetc “ ongoing and daily political im­ 
plications which relate to the Demo­ 
cratic gubernatorial primary.” 


This was a reference to Mayor Jo- 


seph L, Alioto, a candidate for gover­ 


nor. who received great publicity in 


California from various announcements 


he made about the police investigation. 


Some citizens groups h a v e accused 
him of using the Zebra case to boost 
his campaign. 
News organizations said the order 
was a prior restraint violating free 
speech rights under the 1st and 14th 
amendments.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Nixc i Saturday signed a bill appro­ 
priating 83.6 billion for the Atomic 
Energy Commission (AEC) during the 
1975 fiscal year. 


The bill provides for increases in 
several AEC areas, including weapons: 
development, r.axal and civilian real­ 
tors development and operating ex­ 
penses. 


Nixon also signed threo other maior 
bills, including a measure extending 
the life cf the 53,000-a-year re-enlist­ 
ment bonuses in the armed forces rrom 
three years to at East four in critical 
areas. 
The new’ law is aimed at providing 
enlistment 
and 
reenlistment 
incen­ 
tives which will enable the armed for­ 
ces, including the Coast Guard, to at­ 
tract manpower in needed but often 
unattractive skills such as the infantry 
m the all-volunteer system. 
The President also signed: 
—Amendments to the Environmental 
1 ducation 
Act which, 
among 
other 
things, extend the moratorium on wa­ 
ter resource projects and mineral with- 
cirawal until Oct. 2. 1978. 
— Amendments to the Wild and Scen­ 
ic

may not have been advised of the 
charge in the road. 
Ritchey, one of the first policemen 
on the scene after the bus crashed into 
a disabled truck trailer on the side of 
the road at 4:15 a.m., said the impact 
“ ripped the right side of the bus com­ 
pletely out. 
’No passengers were thrown from 
the bus,” he said. “ Everything was in­ 
side the bus. It was ripped open like a 
tin can.” 
Names of those killed in the crash 
had not been released more than eight 
hours after the accident, pending noti­ 
fication of next of kin. 
The casualties were fir>t taken to 
Missouri Delta Community Hospital at 
Sikestor», Mo., about 15 miles from the 


crash, 
and

They were identified as James Mid­ 
dleton, Edna Griffith and Gloria Uest, 
all of Chicago. They were reported in 
serious condition. 
The bus left Effingham, in., just af­ 
ter midnight Friday and was headed 
lor Memphis. Ritchey said the roads 
were dry when the crash occurred and 
that the bus went off the right side of 
the road as it was heading around a 
curve to the left. 
An accident little more than an hour 
earlier had left a tractor-trailer rig dis­ 
abled to the side of the road. Ritchey 
said the tractor was gone by the time 
the bus reached the scene but the trai­ 
ler was lying on its side about nine 
feet off the edge of the roadway. 
The driver of the bus was identified 
as Cloyd Dobbs, 30, of Memphis. He 
was not injured. 
“ The only thing I can figure,’ Rit- 
chcv said, "is that he was used to the 
road and wasn’t used to the detour 
that went up last Wednesday'.” 
Riteh ky said six ambulances and s ?v- 
eral vehicles took the injured to thz 
hospital from the accident at the east­ 
ern city limits of Charleston.

To make 
sure the effect was not all psychologic­ 
al, a control group was used, in which 


ihe stitch was planted in an innocuous 
location. None or these stopped. 
In the othzr half ol th,- group, 80 p>. r- 
eer.t of the subjects kicked the smoking 
habit. 
The almost invisible stitch is insetted 
into the eight, ninth and 10th cranial 
nerves in the autonomic nervous sxs- 
tem, the acupunturist explained, 
ihe 
operation takes 15 minutes. 
Within two weeks, a two-pack a day 
smoker has usually cut down to half a 
pack, he said. At the two week point, 
the stitch is removed and, if necessary, 
a new stitch inserted. 
It usually takes three treatments to 
cure the urge to smoke.

Retiring Utah 
solon shares 
career views 


SALT LAKE CITY (U PI) - 
In his quarter of a century in 
the U.S. Senate, Wallace F. 
Bennett has seen a lot of men 
come 
and 
go 
—including 
three who ended up in the 
White House. 
“They say when you firit 
come to the Senate you look 
around and see all 
these 
famous men and wonder how 
you ever got there,” says the 
75-year-old Republican, who 
will retire undefeated next 
year. 
“ Then after you have beer 
there for a while you look 
around and wonder how they 
got there.” 
Bennett defeated a three- 
term incumbent to become a 
senator in 1950—two years af­ 
ter Lyndon B. Johnson, two 
years before John F. Kennedy 
and the same year as Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon. 
The use of the Senate as a 
stepping stone to the presi­ 
dency is one of 
the big 
changes in politics Bennett 
says he has observed du- 
ringhis four terms —and he 
thinks it’s a change for tht 
worse. 
“ Up until 1960, candidates 
for the presidency did not 
come from the Senate, in 
fact, up until Jack Kennedy 
we had not had a senator 
elected 
President 
for 
100 
years.” Bennett says. “ Tru­ 
man was appointed.” 
“ Now all the candidate« 
—the Democratic candidates 
—are in the Senate,” he adds. 
“ So you have a situation in 
which, to a certain extent, (he 
legislative process is being 
sacrificed to a political pro­ 
gram for 1976.” 
He points out that most Re­ 
publican presidential hopefuls 
—at least this year —are gov­ 
ernors or ex-governors. 
Bennett is No. 10 on tht 
Senate seniority list and, ms 
ranking Republican on the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
and senior minority member 
of rhe Banking Committee, he 
is one of the most powerful 
GOP voices in Congress. 
But his is a voice that ne­ 
ver shouts. Bennett has al­ 
ways preferred to do his work 
behind the scenes, in the of­ 
fice or committee room. 
Two of his more famous 
contemporaries —Johnson of 
Texas and Everett Dirksen of 
Illinois —were also behind the 
scene specialists. 
“ Both were manipulators,” 
Bennett recalls. “ Both were 
wheeler-dealers. We’ve had 
nobody like them before or 
since.” 
“ They both knew how t© 
put pressure on men to do 
what they wanted,” he add* 
“ Lyndon Johnson was heavy- 
handed, while Everett D;r- 
ksen was much more adept. 
“ They used to call him the 
Wizard of Ooze.” 
Bennett said Johnson took 
his heavy-handed tactics with 
him to the White House. 
“ I remember going to the 
White House with some other 
senators with a proposition as 
to how to solve a problem. 
But he spent his time telling 
us how he was going to solva 
it. 
“Then he went around the 
table asking each person to 
support his resolution. When 
he came to me, 1 said ‘No 
thank you. I won’t do it.* 
” 1 got one of the worst 
tongue lashings of my life ”

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'Big Mac' man believes in 
wholesomeness, baseball

CHICAGO (U PI) - Ray A. 
Kroc 
made 
his 
first 
big 
splash as a major league 
baseball owner by insulting 
his team. It may be he was 


as surprised at himself as 
anyone. 
But it was not really sur­ 
prising from a man who had 
spent much of his 71 years 
suffering, agonizing and. by 
his testimony, dying with the 
Chicago Cubs. 
Cub fans know what it is to 
both love and suffer. Kroc 
would be the Cubs’ owner 
now if Philip K. Wrigley had 
not turned down Kroc’s last 
ditch effort to buy them just 
24 hours before he made his 
whirlwind deal for the San 
Dieso Padres last January. 
Kroc must have felt as if he 
were back in Wrigley Field 
when, 
on 
opening 
day 
at 
Padre Stadium April 6, he 
noted that his team was los­ 
ing its fourth straight game, 
was trailing 9-2 in ‘he eighth, 
and was already guilty of 
three errors. 


He got on the public ad­ 
dress system and told the 
crowd of 39,000, “ I’ve never 
seen such stupid ball playing 
in my life.” 
That 
isn’t 
really 
Kroc’s 
style. He generally aims to 
please. 
That is one reason he is 
worth roughly $.300 million 
ar.d could afford to shell out 
$12 million of it for the Padr­ 
es for little better reason than 
that he suddenly felt like it. 
Big Mac *$$$ 
The Chicago-based hambur­ 
ger empire known as McDo­ 
nald’s is. of course, the big 
reason Kroc was able to do 
it. 
Kroc didn’t invent McDo­ 
nald’s. That was the work of 
two brothers named McDo­ 
nald who used to run the 
most 
successful 
hamburger 
stand in San Bernardino, Ca­ 
lif. 


But Kroc—Chicago hustler, 
high school dropout, fanatic 
Cub fan, hanky tank piano 
player, 
Florida 
real estate 
plunder, hot shot paper cup 
salesman — did create the 


M c D o n a l d ’ s Corporation 
which now covers the United 
States (not to mention Cana­ 
da, Japan, Australia and Eur­ 
ope) with more than 2,800 
’burger dispensaries, with the 
end of it all still far from 
sight. 
McDonald's, on March i, 
reported record revenues and 
sales for 1973 of $51.9 million, 
or $1.31 per share. It ’e a $3 
billion 
business 
and 
Kroc 
owns 20 per cent of it. That 
leaves him pretty well fixed. 
Hamburgers and Baseball 
He thinks he was able to 
build McDonald’s because, for 
one thing, "You get the kind 
of respect that you show and 
.that you earn.” He hopes to 
apply the same principle to 
the Padres and 
ruminated 
about them, the Cubs and 
McDonald’s in an interview, 
sitting behind the desk he oc­ 
cupies as chairman of the 


board of McDonald’s Corpora­ 
tion. 
Kroc is a compact and abr­ 
upt 
(as 
Padre 
fans 
dis­ 
covered) sort of man, looking 
about 15 years younger than 


he is, dressed this day in a 
proper corporate uniform of 
grey 
chalk-stripe 
suit 
and 
light blue shirt, stoking his 
n o n s t o p conversation with 
short drags on king-size filter- 
tip 
cigarettes. 
There 
are 
McDonald’s 
monograms 
on 
his cuff links, on the elevator 
doors, everywhere. 
There is no sign of the 
Padres 
aroind 
the 
McDo­ 
nald’s sanctum. The McDo­ 
nald’s people emphasize the 
team is strictly the boss’s 
baby and no part of the ham­ 
burger empire. So says Kroc 
also. After all, he frankly es­ 
pouses McDonald’s as a reli­ 
gion. The Padres hardly rate 
with anyone in that league 
yet.

Conutinued from A*7 
and the Padres make a great 
pair to draw to. The key 
wholesomene^s. 
“ Baseball belongs to the 
people and McDonald’s be­ 
longs 
to 
the 
people 
and 
there’s a meshing, so that’s 
great,” he said. “ It’s whole­ 
some. And if we win it will be 
a lot more wholesome than if 
we lose. 
“ My first love outside of 
my personal life is McDo­ 
nald’s and always will be. 
The Padres will always be 
like a stepchild to my one 
and only child, McDonald’s.” 
McDonald’s was put togeth­ 
er with sweat, blood and a 
few tears and the happy fa­ 
culty of attraction excellent 
talent that grew with it. 
“There’s an inner someth­ 
ing 
in 
McDonald’s,” 
Kroc 
said.” McDonald’s is rot a 
restaurant. It’s not a hambur­ 
ger business. It’s a religion. 
The people in this are belie­ 
vers. They believe we serve 
the most wholesome food in 
the cleanest, most wholesome 
atmosphere that can be put 
together.” 
Kroc was a 51-vear-old ped­ 
dler of malted milk mixers in 
1954 when he made his move 
to become a tycoon. 
He had dropped out^of high 
school, lied about his age, and 
at 15 joined the same World 
War I Red Cross ambulance 
corps as 
fellow 
Chicagoan 
Walt Disney. 
Then he turned the lessons 
he learffed at the knee of his 
music teacher mother into a 
fling as a ragtime piano play­ 
er around Chicago. When the 
Florida land bubble swelled 
in the ‘20s, Kroc was there, 
trying to make a buck. When 
it burst, Kroc was on his way 
back to Chicago, broke. 
He got a job selling Lily-Tu- 
lip Cups and stuck to it for 17 
years as Midwest sales mana­ 
ger. Along came the "Mul- 
timixer,” a new gadget which 
could mix six milkshakes at 
the same time. Kroc became 
exclusive salesman. The rest, 
according to the annaB of the 
McDonald’s public 
relations 
department, "is history ” 
Enter Mac and Dio'; 
The story, told and retold in 
fast food biz circles, is that 
one day in 1954 Kroc got an 
order from a place in San 
Bernardino for eight of his 
mixers. He wondered what 
kind of outfit would want to 
shake 48 shakes at the same 
time. He went west to check 
it out and found the brothers 
McDonald, Mac and Dick. 
Mac and Dick were selling 
cheap hamburgers and mak­ 
ing money hand over 
fist 
through much the same strict 
production control techniques 
McDonald’s still employs. 
Kroc talked his way in, 
gaining the franchise to the 
brothers’ name and trade se­ 
crets. He bought his way in, 
by selling his malted milk 
franchise for $100,000 in 1963 
(he also needed some money 
to finance a divorce) 
and 
swinging a $1.5 million loan 
from an insurance company. 
Along the way, McDonald’s 
Corp.. was bom and opened 
its first store in the Chicago 
suburb of Des Plaines in 1955. 
Kroc sold 
two 
McDonald'^ 
franchises 
elsewhere 
that 
year. By 1960, there were 22h 
McDonald’s; by 1965, 758; by 
1970 —there is no point in 
continuing: to the hambuigtr 
eaters of America it was, in­ 
deed, history.

But Kroc still didn’t have 
what he wanted. He wanted 
the Chicago Cubs. How he 
wanted the Cubs! 
On 
the 
day 
before 
he 
bought the Padres, Kroc ac­ 
ted on a report that Wrigley 
had sold a hotel in Phoenix. 
Hope blossomed. "It was the 
wily thing 1 ever heard of 
that Mr. Wrigley sold and I 
thought maybe that the Cubs 
might fall into that category 
and he might consider sel­ 
ling,” Kroc said. 
“ But he 
didn’t.” 
The next morning Kroc left 
Chicago to meet his wife in 
Los Angeles. He picked up a 
paper to read on the way. 
“The first thing 1 did when 1 
got onto the plane was I turn­ 
ed to the sports section and 
what do I see. Marge Everett 
was turned down by the Na­ 
tional 
League to buy 
the 
Padres,” he said. 
"The wheels started turn­ 
ing. So the second thing I 
said to my wdfe after I said 
‘hallo’ and kissed her was, 
‘honey, what would you think 
if 1 bought the Padres?’ My 
wife looked at me as much as

Women inmates will be trained as painters 


Job program at 


CIW joins state, 


union in plan to 


build work skills 


CHINO — Beginning this month, in­ 
mates at the California Institution for 
Women will be able to sign up as 
painting apprentices under a new job 
training program being introduced at 
the prison here. 
The 
experimental 
program 
may 
open the doors to jobs outside when the 
inmate is released, according to offi­ 
cials of the state department of Indus­ 
trial Relations and Corrections. 
The key to the program, according to 
officials, is the cooperation of a com­ 
munity labor management group that 
will not only enroll the inmates as 
state-approved apprentices, but prom­ 
ises to work with sim ilar community 
groups around the state to place the 


apprentices on regular hiring lists. 
Success of the pilot program at CIW, 
according to John W. Dietler, indust­ 
rial relations consultant for the Depart­ 
ment of Corrections, would show what 
can be done to make job training in all 
correctional institutions a first step to­ 
wards meaningful job preparation for 
inmates when they return to their com­ 
munities. 
The first apprentices at CIW will be 
indentured or contracted by the River- 
side-San 
Bernardino-Pomona 
Valley 
Area Painters and Allied Trades Joint 
Apprenticeship Committee in cooper­ 
ation with the Orange Belt Painters 
Joint Apprenticeship Trust. 
The painter apprentices will work on 


projects that need to be done within 
CIW, but under the guidance of quali­ 
fied journeymen painters. Supplemen­ 
tal instruction classes, required for all 
other California apprentices, will also 
be a part of the CIW training. 
Virginia Carlson, superintendent of 
CIW. said, “Our first step was to ack­ 
nowledge that maintenance and serv­ 
ices here at CIW have a training 
value. And now we are working to up­ 
grade the standards of maintenance 
and services in order to help the in­ 
mates develop job skills that will bene­ 
fit them when they leave.” 
To become qualified licensed pain­ 
ters the inmates will have to meet the 
state’s standards for approved training 


as painters. The requirements include 
three years (6,000 hours) of on-the-iob 
training; 
work experience ordinarily 
r e q u i r e d o f p a i n t e r appren­ 
tices—preparing surfaces for painting, 
mixing paints and varnishes, removing 
old wallpaper, painting, taping, and 
testuring drywall; and a minimum of 
144 hours of classroom training taught 
by credentialed vocational instructors 
now on the CIW staff. 
Jam es E. Straiten, state chief of ap­ 
prenticeship standards, says that two 
other trades—-lithography 
and 
inter­ 
communication sound technician—will 
be added as soon as arrangements 
have been completed with community 
sponsors.

A real pet peeve: cats 


that leave ‘calling cards’ 


My problem is pets—other people’s pets, dogs and cats that 
are allowed to roam free at night ar.d in the early mornings. 


On trash collection mornings it’s disgusting to look up and 
down the street and see overturned trash cans with contents 
scattered upon the street and lawns. 
Don’t people feed their ar.imals? Why is it necessary for 
them to scavenge garbage cans for food? 
And then there are those daily gilts left on the lawn, not 
discreetly tucked away under a bush but flagrantly deposited 
in the middle of the lawn for the whole world to see. 


As for our feline friends, these creatures wreak havoc on a 
garden. We must constantly replace plantings that have been 
ripped out by cats covering their excrement. 
We’ve tried everything short of poison — paper bags tied to 
bushes, commercial animal repelling preparations and an air 
pistol. Nothing works. 


Pomona supposedly has a leash law for dogs. Why isn’t 
there also a leash law for cats? 


A fence will keep out a dog but not a cat. 1 am beginning to 
believe that nothing will stop those furry creatures from their 
appointed rounds. — P.G., Pomona. 
We have a large backyard with a pool and have planted 
vegetables and flowers. 


Three neighborhood cats spend most of their time in our yard 
and eat our plants. I bought a cat-off product with no results. 
Is there anything I can get which will be offensive to them? 
— L.C., Claremont. 


We had heard that chili powder is a good repelleant but 
Bruce Richards, executive director of the Humane Society of 
Pomona Valley Inc., quips that it will attract chihuahuas. 
He says repellants are all right indoors or under a patio roof. 
In the open, according to Richards, they are effective only if 
applied in enough quantity that they are bad for the soil. 
W ind, rain and the garden sprinkler reduce their effectiveness. 
A study being conducted by students at UCLA, Richards 
reports, shows that cats create more nuisances than dogs 
when you count noise, trash can raids, plants destroyed and 
children bitten. 
Leash laws for cats are difficult to achieve because a cat 
cannot be trained as easily as a dog. Nevertheless, there are 
cities which have them. Richards names among them Min­ 
neapolis, Scranton, Pa., Boston and Philadelphia. 
The executive director comments that proper enforcement of 
such an ordinance would require “an army of men all 
equipped with wings.” 
Nevertheless, the cities of Pomona and Claremont have 
looked into possibilities of such an ordinance. 
A cat owner may voluntarily obtain a 2-year cat license 
from the Humane Society by paying a $3 fee. This is a help in 
recovering lost pets but it doesn’t solve your problem. At pre­ 
sent we can only offer you the consolation that officials are 
aware of it and trying to find a solution. 


Vour assistance with a very common problem would be 
greatly appreciated. 
I am attending Chaffey College. During the spring quarter of 
1973 I filled out a form at registration time to enable me to 
receive b e n e f i t s from the Veterans Administration anus, 
which makes me eligible for half payment. 
By November 1973 1 had not received my check. At that 
time I made three calls to the VA office in Los Angeles. 
Each time I was assured that my check would be coming 
and asked to just be patient. I still haven’t received my check. 
- T.M., Upland. 


After we wrote the VA regional office, we were notified by 
phone that a check was being issued. You confirmed that you 
received $285. 
Happily, we can report that judging by our mail your prob­ 
lem is no longer as common as it once was. 


I would like help in getting an insurance claim paid, not to 
me, but to our family doctor, whom I believe has been more 
than lenient in waiting for a settlemem. 
Nearly a year ago, my son received an injury to his right 
index finger while playing baseball during his physical educa­ 
tion class at school. The following day 1 took him to the hospi­ 
tal for treatment and X rays. The hospital billed our insurance 
company directly and was paid. 
The X ray showed a hairline bone crack in the finger. My 
son had to make several visits to the doctor while healing was 
in progress. 
The doctor's charges for these visits came to $45. He filed a 
claim with the insurance company, not once but several times. 
He has yet to be paid. 
I do not feel that 1 should pay him when I am paying the 
insurance company a preminum of nearly $40 monthly for 
coverage. - H.Q. Upland. 


We wrote to your insurance company and were notified a 
month later that your doctor had been paid.

Bill Ewing-a lobbyist tor children

POMONA — The poor families of 


Pomona have a real champion in mild- 
mannered, soft-spoken educator Bill G. 


Ewing. 
Ewing doesn’t call them poor. 
He talks about children who lack op­ 
portunities for educational experience. 
He talks about low-and middle-income 
families, about 95 per cent of whom 
ha\e only a mother and no father. He 
talks about teen-age parents. 
Ewing, 38, the father of a 12-year-old 
boy, is supervisor of the Pomona Chil­ 
dren’s Center at 1351 S. Main St. where 
a high-ealiber educational program is 
offered year round for 68 boys and 
girls 2 to 5 from these families. 
At this site, Ewing also supervises a 
night 
program 
for 
46 
children 
2 
through 14 which operates from 2 p.m. 
to 1:30 a.m. Monday through Friday to 
lend a hand to needy parents who work 
swing shifts. 
He also oversees the infant center at 


Park Avenue High School where a 
staff provides professional care for 26 
babies of high school students in the 
district, keeping the young mothers m 
their classrooms. 
His newest project is a special edu­ 
cation program tor children with emo­ 
tional problems. Six children meet an 
hour a day at the Trinity Methodist 
Church with Marilue Cenoz, a con­ 
sultant with the Pomona Valley Mental 
Health Authority, and her assistant, 
Diane Deeton, a clinical psychologist. 
Ewing anticipates moving the pro­ 
gram into a school, increasing enroll­ 
ment to 10 and extending it to a half­ 
day, 
Mrs. Rubylee Gracy, cooidinator of 
special education in Pomona schools, 
serves in an advisory capacity. 
All of these programs function under 
the umbrella of the Pomona Unified 
School District and are financed with 
federal, state and district money. 
Through all the programs, Ewing 
and his various staffs reach approxi­ 
mately 155 children. 
“We’ve doubled the number of chil­ 


dren we serve in a year," said Ewing. 
“ I'm sure we will outgrow our facilities 
next year. I hope we will be able to 
expand and open elsewhere. 
“ I feel there is critical need here for 
services for children from infancy to 
adolescence. I feel we need services 
for from 800 to 1,000 children. It could 
be done. It just takes money.” 
Ewing said there is “critical” need 
for supervision for “ many” children in 
the community right after school be­ 
cause “ their parents are working and 
the children are left to fend for them­ 
selves. 
“ Ah long as we have a night pro» 
gram ,” he continued, "There is no rea­ 
son tor any family in Pomona to leave 
children home alone.” 
Ewing figures he’ll need a budget of 
$280,000 for the 1974-75 fiscal year. 
Some $240,000 already 
is 
available 
from federal, state and local district 
funds. Ewing feels the still-needed $40,* 
000 will be forthcoming, perhaps from 
the state. 
Ewing claims the programs which 
were brought into being to serve famil­ 


ies in real need are highly successful. 
He takes pride in the excellence of the 
programs. They have drawn the atten­ 
tion of educators throughout the state. 
He points with pride to the infant 
center at Park Avenue High School 
which is being used as a model by dis­ 
tricts throughout California faced with 
the 
challenge 
of 
keeping jeen-age 
mothers in school.

A second front has been opened in the all-out war 
ir. against Proposition No. 9, the so-called Political Ro- 
* form Initiative, on the June 4 Primary election bal- 
lot. 
For weeks organized labor—the California Labor 
Federation, 
the 
Teamsters, 
the 
International 
> Longshoremen’s and Warehousemen’s Union, and 
^ United Auto Workers leaders have been hammering 
*.* away against Proposition No. 9 as a denial of free 
speech, the right to petition, and an anti-labor m eas­ 
ure. 
This past week the California Chamber of Com­ 
m erce added its potent voice to the campaign of 
opposition to Proposition No. 9. In a report prepared 
for its members, affiliated trade associations and 
local chambers of commerce, the California Cham­ 
ber states: 
“The groatest danger posed by Proposition 9, al- 
'* though its intent is justified, is that thousands of 
organizations which traditionally have supported 
such measures as clear water bonds, park and rocre- 
t 
ation bonds, and school bond issues will be driven 
from the political process or have their activities 
* 
seriously impaired. Reporting and disclosure require­ 
ments are so complex and burdensome that small 
organizations will be hardest hit. 
“California has been singled out by National Com­ 
mon Cause as a target state for drastic political 
reform even though the 1973 legislative session pas­ 
sed two major reform laws and the state has strict 
laws regulating lobbying activities. Proposition 9 
3 duplicates the Waxman-Dvmally 
Campaign 
Dis- 
v closure Act and the Moscone Conflict of Interests 
Act, which became effective January 1, 1974 and 
duplicates much of present lobbying regulation law. 
“Typical of problems of overlap with existing 
laws is a provision of Proposition 9 which would 
return the statutes to the status of the 1973 Moscone 
Conflict of Interest Law. The legislature only this 
«'year amended the law to resolve problems which 
were forcing many citizens to resign public offices. 
The 1974 law, which the initiative would nullify, now 
requires public officials to list total incomes made 
through associations with a law firm, medical prac­ 
tice or business rather than list individual clients 
who paid them more than $250 a year. 
“The initiative broadens the definition of ‘lobbyist’ 
>o that substantial questions are raised whether the 
definition would include editorial writers, columnists 
and writers urging legislative or administrative ac­ 
tion, and attorneys acting in behalf of clients, if 
they devote a substantial or regular portion of their 
tim e to communicating to any elective state official 
or agency or legislative official to influence legisla­ 
tive or administrative action. Since the initiative re­ 
quires courts to ‘liberally construe* its provisions, 
there is good reason to believe such persons would 
be covered.” 
As the tempo of the Proposition No. 9 campaign 
picks up it is obvious that more and more indivi­ 
duals and groups who feel their right to speak out in 
government will be impaired will join the fray. The 
measure is hardly all motherhood and the flag—and 
with 20,000 words of copy it is so complex that a 
groat number of people are going to get swept up in 
its proposed bureaucratic maze ot restrictions. 


Freedom may 


look good 


Those who seek to capitalize on the frustrations of 
inflation and shortages as a means of promoting fur­ 
ther intrusion of big government into the affairs of 
private citizens may be in for a surprise. A know­ 
ledgeable observer ol national trends notes that: 
“1973 was the year of Watergate, multiple dis- 
rlosures of government corruption, inflation, short­ 
ages. controls that didn’t work, mass invasions of 
privacy, higher costs and still-deteriorating service 
of the post office, bungling oi the power problem. 
As a result, the American people may now be the 
least receptive since 1929 to the idea of turning to 
government for the solution to problems or getting 
things, done.” 
In retrospect, the concrete accomplishments ot 
private enterprise that have given the country so 
much over the past century or more could begin to 
look pretty good compared to empty political pro­ 
mises of perpetual prosperity and abundance for all. 


WASHINGTON - Senate investiga­ 
tors have found that medical societies 
have put their pocket books before their 
patients by freezing out doctors who 
try to set up low-cost health care cen­ 
ters. 


The societies, often made up of the 
wealthier doctors in the community, 
have created a quiet monopoly in one 
town after another. The result: higher 
costs at a time when all medical cost 
controls have just been lifted by the 
federal government. 
This finding will surface this week in 
the 
Senate 
Antitrust 
subcommittee 
chaired by Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich.. 
who ironically looks like a stereotype 
of 
the 
oldtime 
doctor. 
Later 
this 
month. Sen. Edward Kennedy. D-Mass.. 
will chair more hearings. 
The ailment the senators will analyze 
is little known but costly to.the ordina­ 
ry patient and sometime fatal for the 
poor. Tt is the stranglehold that coun­ 
ty, state and national medical societies 
have on almost all medical practice. 
They can and have blocked doctors 
from forming clinics to dispense, good, 
reasonably-priced health care under a 
single comprehensive fee. Instead, the 
average ailing American must go to an 
individual doctor, or to a “ clinic” set 
up by doctors who sock them with a 
separate fee for each ailment. 
For poor patients, the attitude of the 
medical societies, oftm supported by 
government, can be disastrous. Pover­ 
ty physicians have actually been ban­ 
ned from using local hospitals, dis­ 
pensing medical information and even 
trom practicing 
Typical of cases discovered by Hart’s 
'leuths is that of a young idealistic 
physician, Dr. Daniel Blumenthal. He 
was determined to help a community 
of black cane workers in rural Louisi­ 
ana. 
Documents collected by Hart showed 
that among 107 people in the commu­ 
nity, ranging trom the aged to babies, 
“a total of 107 pathological diagnoses 
were m ade.” 
Forty-two of 
the 
107 
needed immediate hospitalization. 
The diseases ranged from tumors to 
various hear» problems (including two 
with undiagnosed heart failure), rotten 
teeth, blindness, arthritis, alcoholism, 
various uclers, psychiatric disorders, 
emphysema and hernia. Ninety per 
cent of the children had worms. 
The sugar companies paid the first 
live dollars of medical care, about 


enough to cure one case of worms. 
As described in the Hart documents, 
the ordinary sugar worker “goes to a 
physician only when his children are 
sick with fever or pain, or when he ot 
his wife has obvious pain. 
“They usually go knowing they can­ 
not afford the medical care and usual­ 
ly incur a bill that they cannot pay. 
The simple fact that they haven't paid 
their bill makes them feel guilty about 
going back to the physician.” 
As for the doctor, he spends “long 
hours 
seeing 
his 
regular 
paying 
patients” and sees the charity patients 
only when he must. 
Blumenthal stepped into this medical 
nightmare and tried to help local an- 
tipoverty workers set up a clinic. Des­ 
pite the fact that the clinic was only 
for the poor, the local medical society 
and doctors on a federally sponsored 
planning council blocked it. 
When federal funds were finally ob­ 
tained. the local doctors refused to ap­ 
prove the clinic as a National Health 
Service Corps site, so this ruled out a 
full-time government doctor. 
In Arkansas, where Blumenthal had 
worked earlier, the county medical 
society and a lederallv tunded county - 
hospital combined to thwart Vista doc­ 
tors. After months of obstruction, Blu- 
menthal and his poor patients sued and 
ui uneasy out-of-court settlement was 
reached. 
Later, in Alabama. Blumenthal serv­ 
ed as a consultant for another poverty 
clinic, but was stymied by the Ala­ 
bama state medical society. In this 
case, the Hart documents show, the 
U.S. Health. Education and Welfare 
Department refused funds to the clinic. 
Blumenthal’s 
experiences 
are 
not 
unique. The Hart studies have turned 
up sim ilar medical outrages in Texas. 
Wisconsin, 
Massachusetts, 
Ohio 
and 
other states. 
In Ohio for example. Charles Raw-

Ungs, then director of health consumer 
at fairs at Case Western Reserve Uni­ 
versity, told Hart investigators how the 
American Medical Association killed 
his program. 
Under a lederal Public Health Serv­ 
ice grant, Rawlings had prepared a 
simple slide show to dem onstrate to 
Cleveland residents, 
particularly the 
poor, what their medical options were. 
Rawlings’ brisk, factual slides were 
accompanied hv a text that said, “ Pri­ 
vate doctors have left the inner city 
and rural areas where people do not 
hive as much money to pay them 
Making large amounts of money is of­ 
ten a major consideration for mam 
private physicians . 
. ” 
The slide show also outlined how 
clinics could be set up to provide free 
or low-cost health care under a single 
roof for every disease from TB to VD. 
When the American Medical Associa­ 
tion and the Cleveland Academy of 
Medicine learned of the innocuous little 
presentation, they showed acute symp­ 
toms of soaring blood pressure 
The academy’s executive director, 
Robert Lang, wrote a choleric letter to 
then U.S. Surgeon General Jesse Stein- 
teld.

The American Medical Association 
published a three-column story and an 
e d i t o r i a l against the “ sinisterly 
biased” slides. 
In

Surgeon General Steinfeld stuck to 
his guns, but the AMA won anywav. 
Medical alumni of Case Western, the 
Cleveland Academy of Medicine and 
others put pressure on the university, 
which withdrew its support. A Case 
spokesman claimed it backed oft tor 
“academic” reasons, hut other official 
Case sources said there was “a lot of 
correspondence and it wasn’t the hap­ 
piest.” 
These and other stories of medical 
malfeasance will make the medical es­ 
tablishment squirm. But there is stro­ 
nger medicine still in the spoon. The 
Hart-Kennedy hearines may result in a 
formal request for antitrust action by 
the Justice 
Department against the 
AMA and other medical -.ocieties

OUR MAN IN WASHINGTON 
Nixon's survival 
hurt by comments

WASHINGTON — Richard Nixon's brutal comments about 
people, as revealed on the Watergate tape transcripts, are 
doing more to destroy his chances for survival than are any 
substantive revelations the transcripts may disclose. 
All around Washington, the language of Nixon’s discussions 
about those he worked with or planned to bludgeon with White 
House power is described a r “vile.” "The ravings of an ego­ 
maniac,” or “ the kind of stuff Hitler must have discussed with 
Goering.” 


While the town abounds with jokes about “ deleted expletive” 
and “ inaudible” — two administration attempts to clean up 
the transcript conversations — there is nothing laughable about 
the fact that Nixon very obviously has little regard for the 
people he works with, and even less for those with different 
views. 


Time and again the transcripts show how various people 
within the administration were weighted against their ability 
to do the unsavory political missions that cropped up from 
Watergate. 


When the President, Bob Haldeman and John Dean were 
discussing the payment of hush money to E. Howard Hunt, 
according to the transcript, it was decided to “sit on” Charles 
Colson. 


During the conversation Nixon refers to Colson as “a name 
dropper” too impressed with his own status to keep quiet. 
Apparently, Colson’s mouth is all that kept him from being 
privy to the payoff scheme that was the first cruciat step in 
the W atergate cover-up attempt which cam e from the White 
House. 


Bryce Harlow, another ousted Nixon aide, actually gams sta­ 
ture as a result of the transcript. 
Blaming speaker of the House Carl Albert for a Government 
Accounting Office *udu of White House political fund. Nixon, 
Haldeman and Dean decide it is necessary to “ put a little 
heat” on the diminutive Oklahoman. 


Nixon suggests sending Harlow to cor.tront the speaker. But 
Haldeman, who wants to “expletive deleted” the speaker, says 
no - “ he would just be pleasant and call him Mr. Speaker.” 


With such verbatim accounts as these and with others that 
classify former aide L. Patrick Gray as a “ little stupid” and 
present aide Leonard Garment as the “ panic-button type.” 
Nixon has nearly washed clear the decks of his sinking ship of 
those administration stalwarts who have stood by him for so 
long. 


Loyalty was an accepted credo at the White House before 
the transcripts. Indeed, many thought the sole reason Nixon 
was so reluctant to release material about Watergate was be­ 
cause he was returning the loyalty he seemed "to so highly 
value 


But as Nixon states in a conversation to John Dean “ Nobo­ 
dy is a friend of ours. Let’s face it.” And that clearly includes 
everyone outside the tight circle of Oval Office intimates, even 
though Nixon had assembled the largest White House staff in 
history. 


The impression is making itself known. 
Vice President Gerald Ford, at a recent correspondents din­ 
ner, guffawed about the transcripts, then seriously requested 
that he be considered a friend of everybody. 
Senate Republican leader Hugh Scott, a previous strong sup­ 
porter of Nixon's Watergate innocence, said this week the 
transcripts “ represent a shabby, disgusting and immoral per­ 
formance.” 
The transcripts are making Nixon look as bad as “exol^nve 
deleted ”

Welfare Mecca? 


Cops & robbers 
game is fatal 
to 6-year-old 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Offi­ 
cials are trying to prevent 
Hawaii, long a lure for poor 
immigrants, from becoming a 
w e l f a r e mecca now that 
single, 
able-bodied 
persons 
are able to receive welfare 
checks. 
In a major victory for the 
welfare rights movement but 
a fiscal burden for the state, 
a regulation keeping healthy, 
single persons off the state's 
general 
assistance 
program 
has been thrown out. 
What 
emerged 
from 
the 
Hawaii legislature in place 
of the old regulation is one al­ 
lowing single, able-bodied per­ 
sons 
w+io 
have 
exhausted 
v their unemployment benefits 
to receive welfare as long as 
the recipient registers with 
the state for employment, is 
willing to accept jobs and is 
nor voluntarily unemployed. 


The Department of Social 
S e r v i c e s 
and 
Housing, 
(DSSH), charged with admin­ 
istering welfare in the state, 
is doing its best to fill jobs 
from the welfare rolls while 
hundreds of new applications 
pour in each 
month 
from 
single persons without phys­ 
ical disabilities. 


‘‘We’re under tremendous 
pressure,” said Mrs. Beatrice 
Dawson, 
DSSH 
information 
specialist. 
‘‘We’re 
short 
of 
staff and short of money, but 
we re trying to come up with 
a program that will put the 
ablebodied 
to work 
in ex- 
c h a n g e for their welfare 
checks.” 


For decades, general assis­ 
tance paid welfare money to 
single persons and childless 
couples who were 
partially 
. dibbled. The depart meat re­ 
quired a person to produce a 
medical 
certificate 
of 
dis­ 
ability before granting wel­ 
fare to an applicant claiming 
he was too sick to work. 
Mrs. Dawson explained that 
since 
federal 
welfare 
pro­ 
gram s take care of families 
wtrh children and single par­ 
ents, general assistance was 
adopted after the Depression 
‘‘to help the working poor, not 
* the freeloader.” The program 
is totally 
financed 
by 
the 
state. 


But last December, Circuit 
Court Judge Masato Doi rule^f 
• that the DSSH cannot legally 
require a person to produce a 
medical 
certificate 
of 
dis­ 
ability. Doi said the depart­ 
ment could not require a wel­ 
fare applicant to prove he is 
not able-bodied. But a glim­ 
m er of hope was offered in 
Doi’s 
sugge^ion 
that 
the 
DSSH could seek to change 
the law. 
Confident that all that w a s 
needed was a rewording of 
the old statute, the state ad­ 
ministration went to the legis­ 
lature with a m easure den­ 
ying general assistance wel­ 
fare to all able-bodied persons 
except 
those 
with 
disabled 
spouses or dependent children 
ineligible under federal pro­ 
grams. 
After much testimony irom 
groups championing welfare 
rights and ¿everal re-writings, 
the DSSH and welfare groups 
compromised. 
Mrs. 
Dawson 
said although ‘‘we orieinally 
t h o u g h t t h e 
legislature 
wouldn’t want to support able- 
bodied 
persons, 
we 
found 
there was no chance the stri­ 
ngent m easure would 
pass 
faced with overwhelming op- 


f r o m 
welfare 
pos i t i on 
groups.” 
The final measure allows 
an able-bodied resident to re­ 
ceive welfare if it is not his 
fault he is unemployed, he 
has exhausted unemployment 
benefits, 
register^ with 
the 
state for employment and is 
willing to accept jobs, includ­ 
ing public works employment, 
offered to him. 


The burden of coming up 
with a practical way to en­ 
force the stipulations is on the 
already overburdened DSSH. 
Since Doi’s decision, the num­ 
ber of general assistance ap­ 
plicants has been rising at the 
rate of 500 per month, and of­ 
ficials predict it could cost 
the state m ilium of dollars a 
year to support the additional 
load. 


Hawaii 
already 
has 
the 
highest 
percentage 
of resi­ 
dent aliens« in terms of popu­ 
lation, and it is expected that 
the new regulations will in­ 
crease the flow even more. 
Attracted by the myth of 
ea>y living in paradise, they 
find that the cost of living is 
higher than in any mainland 
city 
and 
employment 
for 
young people is scarce. Faced 
with the harsh economic real­ 
ities, welfare isn’t far away. 
"There's a gap between the 
law and the actual program ,” 
Mrs. Dawson said. 
Welfare 
officials plan to assign the ab­ 
lebodied jobs within state and 
c o u n t y agencies so they 
would, in el feet, "be earning 
their welfare checks.” 


"These are not the most 
glamorous jobs,” Mrs. Daw­ 
son said. “They're often cle­ 
rical, maintenance and janito­ 
rial. Hopefully, they will en­ 
courage the welfare recipient 
to seek gainful employment 
else whe rcy” 


But the labor program is 
just in its beginning stages, 
and 
a 
lot 
of 
organization 
needs to be done beiore it can 
be fully implemented. Meanw­ 
hile the welfare checks for 
the ablebodied are cranked 
out. 


Mrs. Daw on said most of 
the single, able-bodied appli­ 
cants who have swarmed into 
the office ¿lince Doi’s decision 
are young, with about half 
from Hawaii and half from 
the mainland. The recipient 
receives $77.50 monthly plus 
his rent and utilities. M;

Bhutto said the So­ 
viet Union has given massive 
military' assistance to India, 
the nation that defeated and 
dismembered his country in 
just 14 days in 1971. 
"The climate all around is 
one of arm am ent,” 
Bhutto 
said, twisting a white hander- 
chief as he spoke in the small 
library of his residence in this 
capital city. 


“ Pakistan’s ability to de­ 
fend itself, to offer a credible 
defense, has been in the past 
a deterrent to aggression in 
t h e 
subcontinent.” 
Bhutto 
said. 
He said the deterrent had 
been removed "and we saw 
what happened in 1971.” wrhen 
Pakistan's eastern wing was 
severed and the new nation of 
Bangladesh created. 
Bhutto 
said 
two treaties, 
signed in 195-* and 1959 and 
n e v e r canceled, 
obligated 
Washington to supply arm s to 
his country. 
T h e 
United 
States 
sus­ 
pended arm s shipments to the 
Indian subcontinent when war 
broke out between India and 
F’akistan. India severely criti­ 
cized Washington for previous 
U.S. shipments that poured 
into the Pakistani arsenal. 
Bhutto, dressed casually in 
an olive shirt and matching 
pants, acknowledged that In­ 
dia "might sulk” if American 
arm s -hipments to Pakistan 
r v . m e b u t said he doubted 
it would send U.S.-Indian re­ 
lations skidding once again. 
“The Soviet Union is ar­ 
ming India liberally, giving 
Indh massive assistance — 
modern 
missiles, 
airplanes, 
and naval equipment.” Bhutto 
said. He added that Iraq also 
had received large quantities 


of Soviet military aid. 


He blamed India lor the lag 
in normalizing ties, which he 
said would "facilitate a lot of 
other 
natural .developments 
between the two countries." 
Bhutto warned that his na­ 
tion and other poor countries 
faced extreme hardship in the 
future because of rising oil 
prices. He wants the rich oil 
producing states to come to 
the rescue of the struggling 
nations. 
“Without 
economic 
assis­ 
tance. without loans on very- 
soft term s, we will be in a 
veryr 
difficult 
position,” he 
said. 
"There 
is 
no 
doubt 
about that.” 
Pakistan, with all its eco­ 
nomic 
problems, 
does fare 
better than the two neighbors 
t h a t 
were 
victorious 
in 
1971—India and Bangladesh. 
Pakistan 
recently 
boosted 
the price of rice sold domesti­ 
cally in order to export more 
but rice prices here still are 
lower than elsewhere on the 
subcontinent. 
Pakistan’s problem, Bhutto 
said, is that its annual oil bill 
has more than quadrupled, 
from $70 million to more than 
$320 million. 


He said increased oil prices 
have wrecked Pakistan’s eco­ 
nomic planning. 


“Now the point is that some 
international or regional or 
bilateral solution will have to 
be found to give support to 
balance of payments gaps in 
countries like Pakistan." he 
said. 


‘ ‘ T h e o i l - p r o d u c i n g 
countries will either have to 
devise some fund or work out 
something on the 
basis 
of 
what the U.S. has done to as­ 
sist Europe and underdeve­ 
loped countries.” 
Cr, he suggested a solution 
might be achieved through 
the World Bank or by creat- 
i n g 
n e w 
international 
agencies.

Unless such veterans as Mario An­ 
dretti, Gordon Johncock or Mike Hiss 
can eclipse Foyt’s speed, the Houston 
flier will sit on the pole for the 58th 
annual classic. 
The first qualifiers averaged 184.252 
miles an hour, more than eight miles 
slower than the same number last 
year.

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Homosexual boys put in gay foster homes 


NFW YORK (UP!) - Pri­ 
vate child rare agencies in 
the metropolitan area have 
quietly started a program of 
placing homosexual teen-age 
boys with homosexual foster 
parents, according to the Na­ 
tional Gay Task Force. 
The program has bem con­ 
ducted unofficially but with 
the knowledge of the state di­ 
vision of youth, the homose­ 
xual rights group said. 
Tom 
Smith, 
director 
of 


community services for the 
gay organization, said he met 


with state youth officials and 


found them “ prr ity open” to 
officially sanctioning the pro­ 
gram. 
Smith 
said 
the 
program 
was started because the ho­ 
mosexual group “ has gotten 
calU from hundreds of child 
care agencies who wanted to 
know if we could find housing 
for the kids,’ who are aged 
12 to 17. 
“The agencies feel it is im­ 
possible to place an openly 
gay kid into a traditional fos­ 
ter setting.” he said. “They 
just get tossed around from 
institution to institution until 


they reach legal age.” 


The organization does not 
actually place children with 
prospective gay foster par­ 
ents, but refers homosexual 
adults to the private child 
care agencies. So far, 30 teen­ 
agers have been placed under 
this procedure. 
Smith emphasized that the 
foster fathers are screened to 
make sure they have no ulte­ 
rior motives. He said homose­ 
xual men have “long been de­ 
nied an opportunity to be­ 
come foster parents and a lot 
of gay people have expressed 


a desire to do so.” 
He added that when the 
teenaeer- are runaways, the 
gay 
rights 
group 
and 
the 
agencies have tried to contact 
their parents. 
Smith said the group would 
“ welcome 
and 
encourage” 
lesbian women to participate 
m such a program but none 
has come forward as yet. 
Ron Gold, a spokesman for 
the eroup. said it hopes for 
official sanction which would 
allow gay foster parents to be 
licensed 
and 
receive 
child 
care payments. 


He said the current pro­ 
gram deals with “ stopgap si­ 
tuations. They are things we 
are 
doing 
simply 
because 
there are no structured situa­ 
tions 
where 
they 
can 
be 
done.” 
Gold also said fhe program 
is not an effort to “ prosyle- 
tize” homosexuality and that 
having a homosexual foster 
parent will not ultimately de­ 
termine the teen-agers sexual 
orientation as an adult.

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Tablet may yield secrets of old tongue 


PARIS (UPI) — A four foot 
high tablet of stone buried for 
some 20 centuries could un­ 


lock the secrets of an ancient 
tongue of Asia Minor that has 
baffled historians for years, 
French experts believe. 
The four faceted limestone 
tablet, 
comparable 
to 
the 
famed Rosetta Stone which 
led to the deciphering of Eg­ 
yptian hieroglyphics, contains 
identical engraved 
texts 
in 
Lycian, Aramaic and Greek 
on three different faces. 
An archaeological team led 
by Prof. Henri Metzger of 
F r a n c e ’ s Lyon University 
unearthed the tablet last sum­ 
mer in southern Turkey. Met­ 
zger, who presented the find 


in 
Paris, 
said 
the 
Lycian 
Stone “should 
allow 
us to 
make substantial headway in 
understanding more about the 
Lycian tongue.” 
Other 
experts 
said 
they 
thought a study of the tablet 
could mean a breakthrough in 
deciphering Lycian, a holdout 
among ancient Mediterranean 
tongues. 
The stone’s inscription an­ 
nounces the establishment of 
two new gods by Pixodaros, a 
local governor. Metzger dated 
the stone at 358 B.C., the first 
year Artaxerxes III reigned 
over the Persian Empire. 
By comparing the Lycian 
text 
to 
the 
better 
known 
Greek and Aramaic versions. 


scholars hope to determine 
the meaning of unknown cha­ 
racters. Aramaic was the offi­ 
cial language of the Persian 
Empire, as well as the lang­ 
uage of Christ. 
Previous discoveries of bili­ 
ngual Lycian stones helped 
give experts some idea 
of 
how to read Lycian but a 
complete mastery of the lang­ 
uage eluded them. Ten cha­ 
racters in the Lycian alpha­ 
bet which had no equivalent 
among 
Indo-European 
lang­ 
uages stumped the linguists. 
Metzger 
and 
others 
now 
hope to solve the mystery by 
decoding the key characters 
and thus “crack” the Lycian 


alphabet. 


The Lycians were a seafar­ 
ing people who settled mod­ 
em Turkey’s south Mediterra­ 
nean coast and rugged, moun­ 
tainous 
interior. 
They 
are 
thought to have fought in the 
Trojan War. 
The tablet, which Metzger 


described as being in superb 
condition with its engraved 


characters deep and clean, 


remains in Turkey as the 


property of the government. 
The 
Rosetta 
Stone, 
dis­ 


covered by Napoleon’s army 


in Egypt, had the same text 
engraved in three different 


scripts—Greek, Demotic Greek 
and hieroglyphics. This find 


permitted French orientalist 
Jean-Francois Champollion to 


decipher hieroglyphics.

Ban on racial segregation in public 


schools near its 20th anniversary 
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WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
May 17 will m ark 20 turbulent 
years since that Monday af­ 
ternoon. Earl Warren, white- 
haried and black-robed, deliv­ 
ered tor 28 minutes the unani­ 
mous and still 
cataclysmic 
opinion of the highest court in 
the land. 
The marble-columned court­ 
room was packed with hushed 
s p e c t a t o r s . All the jusi- 
tices—including Robert Jack­ 
son, making a surprise ap­ 
pearance after a recent heart 
attack — listened intently as 
the Chief Justice read: 
“To separate black school 
children from others of simi­ 
lar 
age 
and 
qualifications 
'solely because of their race 
generates 
a 
feeling of 
in­ 
feriority as to their status in 
the community that may af­ 
fect their hearts and minds in 
a way unlikely ever to be un­ 
done . . . 
“ We conclude that in the 
field of education the doctrine 
of ‘separate but equal’ has no 
place. 
Separate 
educational 
facilities are inherently une­ 
qual.” 
Thus racial segregation in 
public schools was outlawed 
and declared unconstitutional 
in the 21 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia in which it 
was practiced. 
Earl Warren is 83 now. Re­ 
tired as Chiei Justice of the 
United States since June. 1%9. 
he maintains an office in the 
Supreme Court Building here, 
lb ' r e m a i n s erect-looking, 
tall, solidly 
built, with an 
afcwy smile and unpretentious 
blue eyes behind thin-rimmed 
glasses. He seems now to sui­ 
ter from 
a 
slight 
hearing 
problem. 
In a rare, exclusive inter- 
v i e w , W a r r e n 
recalled 
recently the case that is offi- 
< ialh* known as Brown et al, 
vs. Board of Education. 
“ There was drama in the 
courtroom, all right,” he said. 
“ Yen could feel the tension 
and the excitement. We knew 
this would be historic. After 
all, we even had the attorneys 
general of seven states argue 
the case before us. And we 
knew the decision would ai- 
le ti the way of life and the 
constitutional theories ot mil­ 
lions of citizens. 
“We gave the decision atier 
prolonged consideration 
and 
collaboration among the jus­ 
tices.” 
The processes by which the 
justices arrive at their deci- 
sior« remain secrets cl histo­ 
ry, There were rumors, how­ 
ever, of divisiveness among 
the justices. Very few major 
rulings of the court are unani­ 
mous. The unexpected unani­ 
mity of the court surely gave 
tl»e decision greater weigh*, 
among the forces which re­ 
sisted 
school 
desegregation. 
The Chief 
Justice 
initial« s 
and leads the discussions m 
the judicial conterences which 
precede the writings of opi­ 
nions. 
Thus, Earl Warren, whose 
greatest strength perhaps was 
h i s 
persuasive 
powers—-he 
was once elected governor of 
California on both the Repubi- 
ran 
and 
Democratic 
tick­ 
ets—was given much < redit 
lor the court’s solidarity on 
the Brown case. 
He believes that there was 
never any doubt about how 
the issue should have been 
dacided. 
“ There was only one ques­ 
tion in the case,” said War­ 
ren. “ And that was, ‘Is it a 
violation of the constitution to 
separate the races in the pub­ 
lic 
schools 
notwithstanding 
Hu* fact that the physical laci- 
lities are equal?' We believe it 
was. 


“ Si.we 1896 in the Supreme 
Court case of Plessy vs. Fer­ 
guson. courts have ruled for 
sepr.rate but equal. But in «he 
years preceding the Brown 
decision, there had been a 
growing change in the court’s 
thinking. The court is cvolu- 
t i o n a r y not revolutionary, 
don’t you see. And we had 
been opening our eyes to the 
fact 
that 
many places 
ad­ 
hered to the separate part, 
but not to the equal part. 
“A law’ school in Texas for 
examole, 
had 
admitted 
a 
black student but had refused 
to allow him use of the li­ 
brary* and the cafeteria and 
did not allow him in class dis- 
cusions. The Supreme Court 
struck that down. That was 
one of four such cases struck 
down prior to Brown. So there 
was a whittling down all the 
tim e oi the separate but equal 
doctrine. 
“Many 
people 
felt 
that 
(Brown) was more a sociolo­ 
gical decision than anything 
else. I think that belief came 
from 
my 
statement 
about 
segregation possibly affecting 


phrase, a British admirality 
phrase, ‘with all deliberate 
speed,’ ” said Warren. “ And 
one of our early cases in this 
country used it. It is what is 
known as a ‘phrase of art.’ 
But education is a state fun­ 
ction. Every* state has its own 
table of organization, its own 
manner of functioning. There 
is one pattern under our fed­ 
eral system that directed our 
decision. 
“ We thought it best that de- 
segration conflicts be taken 
through the trial courts be­ 
cause the courts are closest 
to the people and the proce­ 
dure believed that the legisla­ 
tive body should 
have ac­ 
cepted that burden of imple­ 
mentation and nor the courts. 
But Warren replies, “Corpo­ 
rations for over a hundred 
years have used the courts to 
l i t i g a t e . Corporations got 
themselves 
established 
as 
persons, with all the rights 
and immunities and due pro­ 
cess. So what is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gan­ 
der.” 


He spoke quietly, clearly, simply, without rhetorical flou­ 
rishes. Even those present in the courtroom could not grasp 
the full signifance of Chief Justice Earl W arren’s words until 
he drew to a close. Then, within minutes, the news was 
flashed the length and breadth of the land . . . 
The decision was at once recognized as one of the half- 
dozen most important handed down by the United States Su­ 
preme Court during the 164 years of its existence. 
—from an article in the Saturday Evening Post, 1954. 
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little children all their lives. 
The tact is. Brown was de­ 
cided on equal protection of 
the laws as stated in the 
Fourteenth Amendment.” 
Warren said that the deci­ 
sion was made on an imper­ 
sonal basis, not formulated 
according to any political or 
personal philosophy. 
Some two or three months 
after the decision, Warren re­ 
members coming to hi- office 
on a Saturday morning and 
rummaging through his m ai’. 
“There were only about 600 
l e t t e r s pertaining to the 
case,” he said. “ 1 was sur­ 
prised at the small number.” 
Seme letter writers praised 
him for helping to advance 
the democratic process. 
However, detractors write 
that the Court had decided 
against the will of God. War­ 
ren recalled. “ They said ‘If 
He had intended integration, 
He would have made all the 
colors the sam e.’ ” 
* ‘ A n o t h e r one said, ‘If 
Christ had believed in dese­ 
gregation, He would have had 
some black disciples.’ There 
were a lot of Scripture refe­ 
rences. I never read my fan 
mail after that.” 
Warren was asked, regard­ 
ing the hate mail and the 
“ Impeach Earl W arren” cam- 
paing that sprung up at the 
time, whether he was ever 
frightened for his life. 
He 
laughed. “ I’ve had tougher 
jobs than this one and I never 
needed a bodyguard. It’s not 
the way I w*anted to live my 
life.” As a prosecutor in Cali­ 
fornia, 
his 
life 
had 
been 
t h r e a t e n e d by labor and 
gambling racketeers and by 
the Ku Klux Klan. (He was 
instrumental as a district at­ 
torney in the 1920s in sending 
a 
KKK sheriff to jail 
for 
graft.) 
One aspect of the Brown de­ 
cision that came under great 
attack 
was 
implementation. 
After a year of arguments, 
Warren wrote in the so-called 
“ Brown 
II” 
decision 
that 
each state would through its 
courts carry out the integra­ 
tion edict “ with all deliberate 
speed,” “That was an 
old 


One 
of 
the 
most 
con- 
trovertial court decisions in 
recent years—the sanctioning 
of busing to insure integration 
in public schools—was a di­ 
rect descendant of the Brawn 
case. “ Busing is a tool, not a 
principle,” said Warren. “ It 
has been used by the courts 
only to remedy the patterns 
of segregation. It is a device 
to implement the Brown case. 
“ I’m 
sure 
every 
parent, 
white or black—myself incl- 
duded—would want their chil­ 
dren going to school close to 
home. But we have to re­ 
member 
where 
we 
come 
I ram. We used to bus black 
children 50 miles to a school 
when next door to their home 
was a school they could not 
attend because 
it was 
for 
whites only. 


“Since the Court permitted 
the busing device, I’ve read 
that over 40 per cent of our 
children are bused for one 
reason or another. But only 
one or two per cent are bused 
for racial reasons. 
I think 
that the busing device is in 
the interest of better educa­ 
tion.” 


Since his retirement, War­ 
ren has enjoyed going to col­ 
lege campuses as both a visit­ 
ing professor and guest lectu­ 
rer. He recalls a recent ap­ 
pearance at the University of 
Georgia. “ It was hard to be- 
I i e v e , ’ ’ he said. "There 
crowded into a room and sit­ 
ing all around the floor, were 
black and white students ga- 
ore. 


“ This was a 
trememdous 
change. There were no racial 
problems at all, and these

Before 
this, in places in the South, 
no black man could eat in the 
same restaurant with a white 
man or sleep in the same ho­ 
tel or stay in the same hospi­ 
tal. 
Interracial 
marriages 
were illegal: 
a black man 
could not even be picked up 
on the street by an ambu­ 
lance accustomed to carrying 
white people. A black man 
could not sit in common in a 
theater with whites. And the 
worst irony of all, the dead 
black could not be buried in 
the same cemetery with dead 
whites. 


“Anyone who 
values 
the 
principles this country was 
tounded on would have to re­ 
sent such practices. And that 
has all changed in rulings 
subsequent to Brown. 
“The courts have done a 
tremendous job since 
1954, 
and under great difficulties, 
because of the recalcitrance 
of many. The process has not 
been fully developed. But w*e 
can hope, I think, for con­ 
tinuing progress. We’ve got to 
believe that there is more 
good than evil in peopie. If 
we lose 
faith 
in 
mankind, 
we’ve lost everything.” 
Chief Justice Warren con­ 
tinued: “We can’t be satisfied 
until everyone in this nation 
stands on the same basis be­ 
fore the law. I don’t know if 
we'll ever achieve it. The 
law, like human beings, is ne­ 
ver perfect. But it is always 
striving in its attempt to in­ 
stitutionalize freedom and jus­ 
tice.”

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Governor, ex-governors 
vie in Alaska election 


JUNEAU, Alaska (UPI) - 
The governor’s race in Alaska 
became a “governors gover­ 
nor’s” race when Gov. Wil­ 
liam Egan indicated he will 
seek reelection. 
If Egan runs, the field will 
include all three men who 
have been state governors of 
Alaska: Democrat Egan and 
Republicans 
Walter 
Hickel 
and Keith H. Miller. 
And so far three Millers 
have announced for statewide 
offices. Along with Keith. An­ 
chorage 
Republican 
House 
member Jo Ann Miller has 
filed for lieutenant governor, 
and Senate President Terry 
Miller is seeking the Republi­ 
can nomination for the U.S. 
Senate seat held by Democrat 
Mike Gravel. 
None of the Millers are re­ 
lated. 
A third major candidate in 
the gubernatorial race, Jay 
Hammond, filed last week as 
a Republican. 
The 
Hammond 
candidacy 
threw the Republican primary 
into a wide-open race, and 
may 
cause 
difficulties 
for 
frnntrunner Hickel, the for­ 
mer secretary of the interior 
under President Nixon. 
Hickel 
was 
conceded 
by 
both Democrats and Republi­ 
cans alike to be the strongest 
candidate facing Egan, who 
will be seeking his iourth 
term. This 
was 
based on 
Hicke’.’s strong financial sup­ 
port, his arm lock on the con­ 
servationist 
vote 
and 
his 
previous eocposuie on both the 
national and state levels. 
However, Hammond, a for­ 
mer president of the state 
Senate, is certain to corral 
most of the bush vote as well 
as the conservationist vote, 
plus getting strong support 
from the fishermen who see 


in him a strong spokesman 
against Japan’s invasion of 
Alaskan fishing grounds. 
Keith Miller, now serving 
as a senator from Anchorage, 
was the first to announce, and 
his declaration came as a 
surprise to most Alaska politi­ 
cians who had expected the 
Republicans to field a prima­ 
ry team of Hickel-Miller, with 
Keith going for the lieutenant 
g o v e r n o r ’ s spot. He was 
lieutenant 
governor 
when 
Hickel was appointed secret­ 
ary of interior and moved 
into 
the 
governor’s 
chair 
when Hickel went to Washing­ 
ton. Miller was then defeated 
by Egan when he ran for 
election as governor. 
Recent polls in Anchorage 
showed Miller leading the Re- 
pubican race so far, but the 
poll was taken before Ham­ 
mond entered the race. Miller 
supporters fee! Hammond will 
siphon off sufficient bush ami 
conservation votes from Hick­ 
el to guarantee Miller the Re­ 
publican nomination. 
Hickel’s biggest problem is 
to convince the Alaskan elec­ 
torate that he is not using the 
governorship as a stepping 
stone to a national office such 
as the vice presidency. The 
Democrats are gleefully re­ 
minding voters that 
Hickel 
“ran out” on the job when he 
was first elected, and will 
probably be only a “tempora­ 
ry” governor if elected again. 
The Anchorage businessman 
has repeatedly assured his 
followers that he intends to 
serve his full term if elec­ 
ted. 
Egan has said for months 
that he expected Hickel to 
run for governor, despite re­ 
ports that Nixon wanted him 
to take on Democratic Sena­ 
tor Mike Gravel. Egan has 


also said that he hoped Hickel 
would 
get 
the 
Republican 
nomination 
as 
he 
felt 
he 
“ would be the easiest Re­ 
publican to beat." 
Hammond is the unknown 
factor in the race as he is ex­ 
pected to receive a 
large 
proportion of the Democratic 
crossover vote in the Aug. 24 
primary. Alaska has an open 
primary 
and 
it 
has 
been 
traditional 
for 
the 
incum­ 
bent’s party to cross lines in 
the primary and support the 
candidate believed the wea­ 
kest opposition. 
But as one Alaskan political 
observer pointed out, oiten 
the crossover vote propels the 
weaker candidate into the No­ 
vember 
election 
where 
he 
goes on to defeat the incum­ 
bent. 
There is certain to be a 
large crossover vote as Egan 
wil! be running unopposed by 
any major candidate. It is ex­ 
tremely doubtful if Hickel will 
get many of the Democratic 
primary votes. 
The Milles forces are al­ 
ready 
well 
organized 
and 
have set up their various 
campaign managers through­ 
out the state. The Hickel or­ 
ganization is acknowledged to 
be the wealthiest in the race, 
while the Hammond 
iorces 
admit they have neither an 
organization or a war chest. 
“Just people,” as one Ham­ 
mond supporter put it. 
The 
new 
campaign 
dis­ 
closures and limitations act 
will nullify some of the ad­ 
vantage 
enjoyed 
by 
both 
Hiskel and Egan. The gover­ 
nor had amassed a $175,000 
war chest for the campaign, 
but 
a 
Republican-sponsored 
amendment to the campaign 
disclosures bill made it ret­ 
roactive to 
include 
incum­ 
bents, and unless Egan c a n 
account for the sources of his 
contributions during the past 
three years, he will have to 
donate most of it to (the state.

And their servicing volume 
topped $26.3 billion for the 
first time in history, accord­ 
ing to the industry survey 
just completed. Servicing vol­ 
ume consists of the manage­

mortgages, including collect­ 
ing periodic payments, paying 
propertv taxes and otherwise 
shepherding the loans. 
“ The 
increasingly

• tar.t status of mortgage ban­ 
kers in contributing to the 
Vate’s economy demonstrated 
by the huge totals 
further 
proves the viability of the 
correspondence system,” said 
James A. Walker, association 
’ president. 
" The “ correspondence 
sys­ 
tem” is a term used in the 
industry in explairing that 
mortgage banking firms often 
represent giant thrift institu* 
J •lions such as out-of-state life 
insurance 
companies,

mercial banks and others in 
placing loans with developers

member firms of the associa­ 
tio n made loans totaling $6,-

fewer but larger investments.

Traditionally life insur­ 
ance companies are heavy in­ 
vestors in California real es­

expected to continue. 
Stanley J. Marcuss, major­

counsel for the Senate

o-servation when speaking to 
members of the National As­ 
sociation of Realtors. 
Marcuss, 
member 
of 
a 
three-man panel on foreign 
Investment in U.S. real es­ 
tate. reported the level of 
loreign investment more than 
doubled during the 1960s. This 
v ent from $231 million per 
vear during the first half of 
the 1960s to $751 million per 
\e*r during the second halt. 
Figures for 1973 are esti­ 
mated at $3 billion or more. 
Reasons for the increase in 
both the level and rate of 
such investments include dol­ 
lar devaluation and foreign 
currency realignment: 
world 
ride inflation: 
a decline in 
prices on the U.S. stock mar- 
thereby making acquisi­ 
tion» relatively cheap: a rise 
ifi wage rates abroad: and the 
desire of foreign interests to 
obtain assured sources of raw 
materials. 
“ On the other side of the 
coin, investment by U.S. com­ 
panies abroad has reached 
$94 billion,” he added. 
“ Recent repons of growth 
in foreign investments here, 
however, have resulted in a 
feeling of fear with respect to 
foreign investment in real es 
fate. 
As I’ve thought about it, it 
^eems to me that there are 
several possible reasons for 
these adverse feelings,” said 
Marcuss. 
He cited the possible con­ 
cerns: 
— Foreign investment could 
drive up prices; it would add 
rothing to the overall econo­ 
my; foreign investment could

Boy from Syracuse 


now an Indian sikh

“ What’s a nice American boy 
like you doing in that tur­ 
ban?" ask the housewives sip­ 
ping lemonade on the ve­ 
randas of New Delhi’s dipl­ 
omatic enclave when they see 
the rose peddler. 
“ Sometimes they buy rose' 
from me for weeks before 
they notice that something is 
strange.” 
said 
Ralph 
the 
Rosewalla, as he has been af­ 
fectionately dubbed by his 
clients. “ Some really do a 
doubletake when they realize 
I’m American and not In­ 
dian.” 
The outfit he wears symbo­ 
lizes the change in Ralph 
Rakieten, as he was born 26 
years ago in Syracuse, N.Y., 
into Ralph Singh, the sur­ 
name he shares with every 
other member of his adopted 
religion. 
From the carefully wound 
turban which covers his head 
protrudes a large bump indi­ 
cating the hair he ceased cut­ 
ting nearly three years ago 
and now has fastened with a 
comb into a bun. A full beard 
covers his face, a steel brace­ 
let dangles on his wrist and a 
dagger is strapped across his 
chest. 
These accoutrements mark 
Ralph as a Sikh—a member 
of the powerful sect of Indian 
religious crusaders and war­ 
riors. 
Uniform of Sikhism 
“ Every organization has its 
uniform,” Ralph said. “ It’s a 
part of accepting the author­ 
ity of that organization to 
wear it. These symbols arc 
»imply an expression of my 
commitment to Sikhism.” 
Ralph’s story' goes back to 
when 
he 
completed 
his 
studies in Japanese history at 
Columbia University in 1971 
and left his home in Jshp, 
N.Y.— where his father is en­ 
gaged in cancer research—to 
travel to Asia. 
“ I was actually on my way 
to Japan where I wanted to 
observe communal societies 
when I came to India,” Ralph 
said. “ My first night in India 
I slept by the Golden Temple 
at Amritsar which is a great 
holy place of Sikh pilgrimage. 
There was music coming out 
of the temple and when I Its-

t e n e d something spiritual 
moved me.” 
Ralph made inquiries about 
Stkhism and fourd his way to 
Gobindsadan, a community of 
Sikh farmers just outside Del­ 
hi. 
“ I had never even heard of 
Sikhism before I came to In­ 
dia,” Ralph said. “ I became 
a Sikh because they hold onto 
those values I traveled to the 
East to glean. They keep the 
sense of community and each 
individual’s responsibility to 
the community 
that we’ve 
lost in America.” 


Started rose plots 
After settling down at Go­ 
bindsadan. where community 
elders arranged a marriage 
for him with a young Sikh 
girl who works at the Delhi 
planning board, Ralph be­ 
came a rose cultivator. 
“ We grow' wheat, rice and 
com and raise cows on the 
farm,’ Ralph said with pride. 
“ 1 started the rose plots when 
I got there and now they are 
my specialty.” 
The day is long and hard at 
Gobindsadan. Ralph and his 
brother Sikhs rise at two a.m. 
lor four hours of individual 
and community prayer and 
song. At six they bathe, then 
move to the fields and com­ 
munity 
kitchens 
for 
work 
which continues 
long past 
sundown. 


Foreign privileges 
As a foreigner Ralph has 
become something of a ce­ 
lebrity in the community and 
has 
been 
allowed 
certain 
privileges. 
“ Most people live in the 
resident compound but my 
wife and I have been al­ 
lowed a private house,” he 
said. “ I just can’t eat in the 
community kitchen because I 
have a weak stomach and 
can t take all these chills,” 
Ralph, who demonstrates a 
missionary’s zeal when he 
discusses Sikhism, intends to 
return to the United States 
soon to try to arouse a sense 
of c ommunity in the Ameri­ 
can people. 
“ I don’t expect to have any 
difficulties over my turban or 
dress.” Ralph said. “ My lath­ 
er came out here for my wed­ 
ding and although he has 
some misgivings he accepts 
and tries to understand what 
1 am doing, 1 think people in 
America are ready tor the 
kind of help I want to give 
them.”

She's Letitia Baldrige, better known 
as Tish, who served as social secretary 
to the White House from December 
1960 until June of 1963 at the request of 
the John P\ Kennedys. 
Now a professional lecturer and own­ 
er of her own public relations firm in 
New York City, Miss Baldrige was 
brought to the campus as a Woodrow 
Wilson Senior Fellow. 
In describing her role at the White 
House, Tish says “There’s a major dif­ 
ference between protecting your boss 
from stress, fatigue and the public and 
in committing perjury for your own 
gain. 
“While I served in the White House 
there were many times when, as the 
social secretary, T was asked to make 
phone calls or contact people as a buf­ 
fer between the Kennedys and others. 
“ I was considered the ideal person 
for this because I could often soften 
the message and prevent hurt feelings. 
This was a part of the job and 1 con­ 
sidered it my duty.” 
Her position was a 24-hour a day, se­ 
ven-day a week job. Even when the 
Kennedys vacationed at Hyannis Port, 
she remained at the White House. Of­ 
ten, she was responsible for hosting 
visiting Heads of Stales and other dig­ 
nitaries while the First Family was 
gone. 
“ President Kennedy thought up at 
least half of his plans while vacation­ 
ing,” Tish adds, “ But I was constantly 
in contact by phone. Even the White 
House garage knew where I was at 
any given moment. 
“ If I was playing tennis when a call 
came, a car was dispatched to the 
court to bring me back to work.” 
The only time during her tenure in 
the Uhite House that Tish tried to en­ 
tertain on her own didn’t go according 
to her plans. 
A very close friend had returned to 
Washington 
recently 
widowed 
with 
three small children as the result of 
her husband’s sudden death while serv­ 
ing in the foreign service. Tish felt ob­ 
ligated to entertain her friend, but Vice

Johnson 
had 
planned their first major dinner party 
and, for the social secretary, it was a 
command performance. 
Tish explained her problem to Lady 
Bird who insisted that the young widow 
join the dinner. Mr. Johnson not only 
broke all rules of protocol by seating 
the \oung woman to his right, he 
toasted her and her late husband — 
causing moist eyes around the table 
and giving the widow the moral boost

she needed. 
“At the time. I thrived on the life and 
really enjoyed my job,” recalls the vi­ 
vacious Miss Baldrige who is a sta­ 
tuesque 6 foot, 1 inch tall. 
“ But I resigned in June 1963, a few 
months before the assassination of 
President Kennedy because I was tota­ 
lly exhausted and realized that I must 
really have a life of my own. 
“ 1 heard about the shooting while in 
a restaurant and was invited into the 
kitchen to watch television with the 
staff. 
“I raced home, packed my bag, flew 
to the White House and pitched in. In 
fact. I remained a» the White House 
for two weeks after the 
Johnsons 
moved in to help train their staff.” 
Miss Baldrige says she expected 
Mrs. Kennedy to react as she did dur­ 
ing the tragic days after the Presi­ 
dent’s death. 
“ She has guts and the ability to rise 
to any situation. But I honestly believe 
her courage and behavior at the time 
has had a profound effect on other wi­ 


dows. They use Jackie as a model of 
behavior.” 
Tish lives in Manhattan now, in an 
apartment overlooking Central Park. 
So when Jackie is in New York City, 
the two occasionally lunch together. 
“Of course, we’re still friends, but 
our lives have taken widely divergent 
paths in the past decade.” She de­ 
scribes Caroline Kennedy as a beauty 
who resembles the Kennedy clan while 
John, says Tish, looks more like his 
mother. 


Miss Baldrige came to the White 
House well qualified for her role. A 
graduate of Vassar in 1946, she also 
studied at the University of Geneva in 
Switzerland. In addition, as the daugh­ 
ter of a Congressman from Nebraska, 
the political arena was familiar to her. 
Her first job was as social secretary 
to Ambassador and Mrs. David Bruce 
in Paris and she later held the same 
post while Clare Booth Luce was Am­ 
bassador in Italy. 
“All great people are hard to work. 


for,” Miss Baldrige comments. “They 
have to let off steam in private. Once 
vou realize that this is part of your job 
and you handle it, you are a trusted 
member of the group.” 
In her best-selling book, “Diamonds 
and Diplomats,” Tish records many of 
her famous “ bloopers” while in the 
White House. While they are hilarious 
reading now, they weren’t so funny at 
the time, she recalls. 
President Kennedy had a quick tem­ 
per and used to fly into a rage easily 
— often using the secretary as his tar­ 
get. About 75 per cent of the time, the 
attack was undeserved, she says. But 
she soon learned to combat him by 
jumping the gun and “apologizing” be­ 
fore he said anything. This often left 
the President in laughter. 
Since leaving the White House, Miss 
Baldrige’s life has continued to be hec­ 
tic, but much different. In December 
1963. she married Robert Hollensteiner, 
a real estate consultant whose work 
takes him all over the country. 
The couple has two children, Clare

NEW YORK (UPI) - Had a good 
crisis lately? 
Flat tires, cats with lost tails, and 
peanut butter on a velvet chair don't 
count. 
A good personal crisis may rattle 
your bones, shake your fillings, and 
change either your lifestyle or job. 
“ We live in a crisis culture and it 
atfects the individual’s ability to deal 
with the normal, personal crises of 
adulthood,” say anthropologists George 
and Nena O’Neil! —authors of “Open 
Marriage” a few years back, a best­ 
seller. 
In a new book. “Shifting Gears,” M. 
Evans, the O’Neills come across as 
crisis doctors. 
The Chinese say every crisis has in 
it danger and opportunity. Change is 
the survival word, according to the 
O ' N e i l l s . Unless you shift gears 


smoothly —changing without trauma — 
there's trouble. 
“We are constantly told . . . that we 
must adjust to change imposed on us,” 
O’Neill said. 
“These are changes we never bar­ 
gained for but must deal with. Only 
nobody ever told us how to change. 
‘Shifting Gears’ tries to help.” 
Now, in a personal crisis, the psy­ 
chological bases for our lives are shat­ 
tered. Yet panic can be eased and an­ 
xiety mitigated if we know what to ex­ 
pect, according to the anthropologists. 
“Crisis puts us in a position from

which we cannot retreat,” Mrs. O’Neill 
said. “ It is the point of no return.” 
The worst strategy in a crisis: avoi­ 
dance. The O’Neills said that is self- 
defeating. 
Heie. from the O’Neill’s “Shifting 
Gears,” is some advice to help you 
make crisis and change work for you: 
—It is not the nature of the crisis 
that determines its impact but rather 
our attitude toward it. If we thought 
we were home safe —in a secure place 
—our attitude will be bad. If long be­ 
fore the crisis you recognized that 
there is no such thing as a secure 
place, the impact won’t devastate. 
—Try not to panic. You do this by 
agonizing over what might have been 
or by getting physically ill. To some 
extent you will do both these things but 
the quicker you pass through those 
stages and get on to phase three, the 
s o o n e r you’ll 
be 
shifting 
gears 
smoothly. 
—Phase three is a period of remobi- 
lizing resources, with positive activity 
tor solution. Move forward. 
—Go into a crisis. The O’Neills said 
they mean “experience it fully . . . 
don’t try to defuse it.” 
“You may experience considerable 
discomfort at first,” they said. “ But 
those who come through crisis with 
real change and growth are often those 
who seem to take the crisis the hard­ 
est.” 
What the O’Neills call the “maturity 
myth” generates its own crisis. This is 
the idea that you work hard, put some 


away and reach a really safe place in 
life sometime in the forties -or even 
later. 
The myth is that you can’t get to 
such a place without having a new 
crisis. And that comes over wonder­ 
ment over having made it. You ask 
over and over —“ Is this all there is to 
life.” 
O’Neill, a professor of anthropology 
at the City College of New York, said 
instead of gulping that maturity myth 
people should head toward “open ma­ 
turity.” 
This was described, to their way of 
dunking,‘by a young lawyer who told 
the O’Neills in an interview: 
“The trouble is they think they are 
middle-aged and that life has passed 
them by, that they are not in the 
mainstream of life, anymore. 
“ For me, being in the mainstream 
means you are still growing, and that 
should never stop. For me, middle- 
aged is sixty-five and over, if you have 
to call it that. 
“ From age thirty, and I’ll be there 
in two days, to age sixty-five is really 
middle youth.” 
The O’Neills reminded that crisis, 
handled properly means growth. So, to 
have this open maturity described by 
the young lawyer just wish for crisis 
after crisis after crisis. 
It’s good for you. 
It makes you strong. 
It keeps you young. 
Who knows? 
Crisis may be the fountain of youth*

New secrets created faster 


than old ones declassified 


WASHINGTON 
(UP1) 
- 
The government is busy with 
a program to declassify se­ 
crets, but it may be making 
new secrets as fast as it lifts 
security restrictions from the 
old ones. 
A federal review board set 
up to monitor President Ni­ 
xon’s 1972 executive order re­ 
vamping the system used to 
classify information on na­ 
tional security grounds said 
that millions of government 
documents and records have 
been reclassified since 1972. 
However, the panel hinted 
that 
“ secret” 
stamps 
are 
going on new papers almost 
as fast as they come off the 
old ones. 
In a report to the Presi­ 
dent, the Interagency Classifi- 
c a t i o n Review Committee 
said all 13 agencies covered 
by Nixon’s order had made 
“ significant progress” lifting 
the official wraps on material 
not directly involving U.S. de­ 
fense and foreign policies. 
The Defense Department, 
according to the report, cut 
its pile of top secret docu­ 
ments by 25 per cent last 
year alone, and similar ac­ 
tions were reported at the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
the Justice Department and 
other agencies. 
The board also said that the 
number of persons authorized 
to classify material as top se­ 
cret. secret or confidential 
dropped from 59,316 to 17,364 
— a 71 per cent reduction. 
The committee acknow­ 
ledged that “there is still 
much work to be done” and 
said it had not determined 
whether the total government 
inventory of classified docu­ 
ments and records was ac­ 
tually declining.

Judy Norton believes one of the best things about growing up as a 
child actress is that it got her out of going to public school. 
"A N Y T H IN G is better than school,” says the girl who plays Mary 
Ellen, the eldest daughter on The Waltons, (Thursdays, &/.OOPM) 
on CBS. "It isn’t that I don't approve of school, just the system,’ 
she says. “ There are times when they won't let you on campus and 
other times when you need to leave and they won’t let you off. 
Naturally, she must go to school at the studio, three hours a day 
whenever public schools are in session in Los Angeles. Her class­ 
mates are the other younger members of the Walton family, Erin 
(M ary McDonough), Ben (Eric Scott), Jim-Bob (David Harper) 
and Elizabeth (Kam i Cotier). Their schoolroom is either a room set 
aside on the stage or a trailer parked nearby. Between filming sea­ 
sons she goes for a short time to a school near her home in Van 
Nuys but feels little rapport with the other students. 
"The reason is that we live in different worlds and don’t have time 
to get acquainted,” she says. She has no interest in going to college. 
She believes she learns just as much at the studio classes as she 
would in a normal school. At age 16, Judy is about to get her first 
car and she can hardly wait. “ I'd like to have a Corvette but will 
probably settle for an economy car," she says. Meanwhile, her 
mother Connie, drives her to the studio in Burbank from their 
home in Van Nuys. Mrs. Norton, by the way, was horn in England, 
and as Toni Lynn was a top acrobatic act in that country for eight 
years. 
Born in Santa Monica, Calif., Judy at age 7 was taken to the 
Screen Extras Guild by her father. Hank, a truck driver for Standard 
Oil Co., after friends repeatedly said “ she ought to be in pictures." 
After playing many brief roles, she got an agent and soon gqt in­ 
creasingly larger parts including roles on Felony Squad, The Tammy 
Grimes Show and in the motion picture, "Hotel.” 
Having spent most of her life on sound stages, Judy is constantly 
asked if she regrets "giving up" the childhood activities her con­ 
temporaries enjoyed. " I don't think I've missed m u c h because there 
wasn’t much to miss," she believes. "Besides, I prefer associating 
with adults." 
About three years ago she became interested in Scientology which 
she describes as "an applied religious philosophy which leads you 
to an awareness of yourself." “ It is a scientific approach to mental 
health." she says. "You name a problem and they supply the 
guidance. It is very helpful for people who are shy or who are having 
trouble relating to others realistically. It’s valuable for an actor 
because the more you understand other people the better you can 
understand what the author has written.

"They teach A.R.C ’ which stands for affinity, reality and communi­ 
cation. These are qualities which help you develop poise, awareness 
and direction." 
Weekends Judy spends sewing, knitting, crocheting, playing guitar 
and enjoying all sports. She has a brother Dave, 13 and a sister 
Ricki, IK. They have a dog. Rusty, a cat, Rascal, and a tankfull ol 
tropical fish. Because she plays a depression child with a threadbare 
wardrobe, Judy makes up for it by wearing stylish dresses, pants 
suits and mini skirts. And, of course, jeans. She h as several boy 
friends who take her to movies, concerts and dinner “ it they nave 
enough money.”

Will she continue acting as a career? "1 will as long as the jobs 
keep coming,” she says. "Otherwise I’ll have to find something else 
to do ” She doesn’t believe she ever needed to go to acting school. 
I’m learning more now than 1 could from a teacher just by work­ 
ing.” she says.

" W A T hen I decided to take

17,” says Sissie Stef­ 
fen, “Mom didn't exactly love 
the idea. But she raised me to 
be like her—independent. To­ 
day she lets me know she's very 
proud of me. Very few people 
at age 21 own 12 horses, a 
stable and a reputation as one 
of the best trainers of hunters 
and jumpers in the state. I owe 
that to my mother.” 
“I’m the baby of the family,” 
says Lindsey, “and Mom has 
always had a little trouble learn­ 
ing how to let go.

As one authority ob­ 
serves in summing up the find­ 
ings of leading studies on crea­ 
tivity, ‘The creative person's 
originality derives, in part, from 
his ability to perceive the world 
differently than do other per­ 
sons. Less bound than others by 
cultural conditioning, the crea­ 
tive person retains an open 
mind and a childlike capacity to 
experience the world in a per­ 
sonalized, innovative manner. 
He also possesses a childlike 
ability to fantasize, to imagine 
and to express curiosity.” These 
capacities are present to some 
extent in a great many individ­ 
uals, but, more often than not, 
they are allowed to remain dor­ 
mant. It follows that only to the 
degree that they are awakened 
and cultivated is a person’s cre­ 
ative potential realized. 
2. True — as evidenced by psy­ 
chological studies at Case West­ 
ern Reserve University, which 
showed that though intelligence 
may facilitate the development 
of creativity, it does not insure 
it. Even though a person’s IQ is 
high, there are many other fac­ 
tors that relate to creativity. For 
example, it’s pointed out that 
‘‘rigidity Iclosed-mindednessl as 
a personality trait may limit 
creative expression.” And re­ 
search on creativity at Prince­ 
ton University bears this out.

longevity have shown that the

Findings: “Subjects’ mean per­ 
formance was higher under mu­ 
sic in all creative categories— 
except elaboration. And indus­ 
trial sound accounted for the 
lowest performance on all cre­ 
ative scores except fluency. 
Other results: Subjects were 
more fluent, original and elab­ 
orate in quiet surroundings than 
when the sound of people talk­

TheYoung Golfer 
Nicklaus Picks to 
Win a Million 


BEX CRENSHAW 


First there was "Arnle’s 
Army," who followed their 
hero, Arnold Palmer, around 
golf courses. Now it’s "Ben’s 
Wrens," a crowd of female 
admirers who trail after Ben 
Crenshaw, the golf world’s 
latest sensation. Crenshaw is 
a 22-year-old Texan with a 
dewy-eyed, angelic appear­ 
ance and a mop of long blond 
hair that make all his 
"Wrens” want to mother him. 
... Despite his disarming 
looks and his comparatively 
small size, he packs tremen­ 
dous power in his drives and 
is a tough competitor who 
goes out on the links "abso­ 
lutely determined to win." In 
only seven months as a pro, 
he's won over $100,000 and 
caused the winningest 
golfer, Jack Nicktaus, to 
comment that he’ll win $1 
million in prize money faster 
than anyone ever has
